Foreign Secretary Milukoff, con- 


firming the stand taken by Premier 
Lvoff, -said: 


"The note expresses the view of 
the temporary government. 
It has 


no other :aim. The recent note re- 
peats and develops the idea expressed

out.in conjunction with the council 
qf deputies. If we compare, the 
notes it-is clear that the information.

•*ara. The "events of yesterday will 
make the allies very sad while' 
pleasing our enemies."

about two months, supplemented 'his announcement 
by saying 
that 


while the submarine problem cannot be'considered In .reality to -have 
been solved until the U-boats have .been destroyed, nevertheless num- 
erous experiments bad been made atong the Atlantic coast with highly 
encouraging results which led the board to feel confident that a suc- 
cessful solution had been reached. 


J'lt looks as though the submarine problem has been solved," Mr. 


Saunders said, "not only in .theory, but on the strength, of' practical 
tests on the Atlantic coast." 


Mr. Saunders added that 5OO inventions for U-boat suppression had 


been" submitted-for consideration of---the board and experiments with 
many of them justified, he believed, the assertion that a plan had been 
found by which the submarine peril couJd be eliminated. 


Mr. Saunders was unwilling to go into further details of the board's 
experiments.

Cottage cheese is one of the im- 


portant meat substitutes, say special- 


1 ists of the United States Department 


of Agriculture. It contains a larger 
percentage of protein (the chief ma- 
terial for body building) than most 
meats and furnishes this material at 
a lower cost. In every pound of cot- 
tage cheese there is about one-fifth of 
a pound of protein, nearly 
all of 


which is digestible. 
Meats, on the 


other 
hand, usually contain less 


protein and besides have a 
certain 


waste, 
such as 
bone and 
other 


inedible material. 
A pound of cot- 


tage cheese daily would supply all 
the protein required by the ordinary 
adult engaged in a sedentary occupa- 
tion.

1.52 pounds fowl 
1.46 pounds fresh ham 
1.44 pounds smoked ham 
1.58 pounds loin pork chop 
1.31 pounds hind leg of lamb. 
1.37 pounds breast of veal. 
In addition to protein, energy for 


performing body work must be fur- 
nished by food. As a source of energs 
also cottage cheese is cheaper than 
most meats at present prices.

comparison when energy is consider- 
ed. 


On the basis of energy supplied 


one pound of cottage cheese equals:
